School district tries to stop diseases

“B" is the definition Nancy Kunau and 
Wendy Merritt teach West Minico Junior 
High students. Their lessons focus on the 
consequences of 
sexual activity, in- 
cluding getting 
diseases such as 
AIDS. 

"Sex was never 
meant to happen 
with lots of pco- 
pic. It was meant 
to happen with 
one special part- 
ner,’’ district nurse 
Kunau recently 
told Merritt’s' 
health class. 
“That's why right 
now in your life, 
sexual activity has 
to be delayed. 

“It has nothing to do with being seared 
or chicken. It has to do with self re- 
spect.’’ 

From 1989 10 1993, Minidoka County 
had the third highest rate of teen preg- 
lumcy amon^l5- to l7-ycar-olds in Ida- 
. ho. The county’s public school district, 
Minico, also is the only Magic Valley 
district with its own school nurses. 

And registered nurse Kunuu said she is 
more concerned about students getting 
scxuolly transmitted diseases - AIDS. ‘ 
chlamydio, syphilis, gonorrhea, herpes -

A 1980 graduate of Minico Senior 
High School, Kunaii said four of her for- 
mer schoolmates have died of AIDS. 

“We’re not going to lose teen-agers to 
prcgnoncics. We’re going to lose teen- 
agers to AIDS.’’ Kunau said. 


Minico programs 
The Idaho Department of Education 
mandated in 1990 that schools must have 
health curriculum discussing sexually 
transmitted diseases, with an emphasis 
on AIDS and HJV, the virus that causes 
the disease.

New Mormon president says he’ll ‘carry on’

5ALT LAKE CITY — For the first lime 
■ in more than 21 years, n Mormon Church 
president stood before a room full of re- 
porters Monday and answered questions 
about a faith thol is doubling in member- 
ship every -15 years. 

One day after his ordination os the I5th 
president of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, Gordon B. Hinckley 
said the chief challenge. facing (he 9 mil- 
lion-member religion is explosive growth, 
especially abroad. - 

' “But what a remarkable and wonderful 
challenge that is. And I'm grateful ... that 
because of the faithfulness of our people in 
the payment of their tithes and offerings, 
the church has had the means to provide 
tiuii which is needcd'tb accommodate this 
gro^,” Hinckley said. 

. Tlie 9 million-member cburch, founded^ 
in l?30 in.upstote 'Ne'W YotiL will soon 
have a majority , of its merobirship outside 
the .United States; Faithfhl members pay 
IQjierccnt of, their income to the church,

The 84-year-old Hinckley is arguably 
the most experienced and vigorous Mor- 
mon leader to bccoihe “prophet, seer and 
rcvclator" since Spencer W. Kimball in 
1973.

Federal court 
to settle issue 
of proposition

^ LOS ANGELES — A federal judge re- 
fused Monday to dismiss four lawsuits 
seeking to overturn a voter-approved law 
that denies almost all services to illegal 
aliens, and refused to allow the issue to be 
decided in state court. 

U.S. ’District Judge Mariana R. I’faelzer 
issued her ruling on Proposition 187 with- 
out comment. She said she would make 
her reasons public in writing later this 
week. She ha.s scheduled a Sept. 5 trial 
dale on (he issue. 

“We are plea.scd with this decision, and 
arc ready to go to trial, ’’ .said Mark Ro.sen- 
baum, legal director of the American Civil 
Liberties Union of Southern Califoniia. 

Assistant Attorney General Charlton 
Holland HI declined comment. 

Holland had argued in court that (he fate 
of Proposition 187 should be decided in a 
Slate rather than a federal court because it 
is n Slate law. 

Approved by 59 percent of the voters 
last November, Proposition 187 seeks to 
deny almost all state services to illegal 
aliens, including nil public education and 
non-emergency health care. 

In December. Pfaclzcr i«;.sued a prelimi- 
nary injunction barring enforcement of all 
but two provisions of the measure; one 
prohibiting illegal immigrants from rcceiv- 

J ing higher education and another banning 
the .sale and use of false immigration docu- 
menks.

Hinckley succeeded Howard W. Hunter, 
87. Nvho died March 3 after serving just 
nine months, the shortest presidency in 
church history. 

With Marjorie, his wife of nearly 58 
years, and five children in otiendancc, 
Hinckley said he did not anticipate making 
any dramatic changes in direction. "Proce- 
dures and programs may be altered from 
time to time, but the doctrine remains con- 
stant,“'ho said. 

On other matters: 

• Hinckley said the church would con- 
tinue to buy up formland — it has large 
agricultural holdings — “os a possible 
hedge against the day ' of adversity, should 
that day come." 

' *• He said scholars and dissidents who 
had been excommunicated for their writ- 
ings would be welcomed back. Howev^ 
Hinckley said matters of ecclesiastical dis- 
cipline ore up to loealJeaders and the Fii^ 
■ Proidcncy has to remain aloof becausclit 
is the final avenue of appeal.

Kunau’s concerns 

In her daily duties os the district's 
registered nurse, Kunau said she 
oversees treatment of about a dozen 
students who have diseases such as 
syphilis, gonorrhea and herpes. 
Some diseases - such os chlomydi^ 
which the Magic Valley has a high 
incidence of - can couse sterility, 
she said. 

Some Minico students ore having 
oral or anal sex instead of vaginal 
sex to avoid pregnancies, not raiz- 
ing they still coidd get diseases, Ku- 
nau said. And some students think 
birth-control pills wi^ protect them 
from diseases such-as AIDS, she 
said. 

“That is how uninformed our 
young people are, and how unin- 
form^ our adults ore," Kunau said. 

T^ Sex Respect class teaches 
j^tJmts that vaginal sex is the only 
physiologically appropriate way to 
have sex. Controt^tion also is dis- 
cussed, with students being taught 


there is no such thing os “sofc sex.” 
only "safer sex." 

And sexual imcrcourse. they ore 
told, should be delayed until two 
people love each other, respect each 
other, trust each other and ore com- 
mitted. 

Kunau also talks to students 
about the guilt people endure when 
they have sexual intercourse too 
early in life. 

“People soy ’You're down on 
teen-age sexuality.’ I am, because 
I've never seen it be successful," 
shosaid.- - 

As the district’s registered nurse 
for eight years, Kunou said she sees 
a lot of depressed, and sometimes 
suicidal, students. A large percent- 
age of sexually active teens me de- 
pressed, and th<7 Cunt to drugs and 
. alcohol 03 well os sex, Kunau said. 

That's why students need to be 
told there are other ways to get ful- 
fillment, she added. 

“They are looking for any kind of 
pleasurable out,” Kunau said '

BALTIMORE (AP) — Re- 
searchers say they know how to 
block the kick from cocaine, and 
arc less than two ycors away from 
developing medication that would 
help wean addicts from the drug. 

Heroin users and alcoholics have 
long had substitutes to ease them 
ofT their addiction. Cocaine users 
have had only willpower. 

Now doctors at the National In- 
stitute on Drug Abuse and Johns 
Hopkins Medico! Center soy they 
know how to block cocaine's ef- 
fects.

“It’s not hypothetical that some- 
day this might hoppen,” Dr. 
Solomon Snyder, Johns Hopkins’ 
director of neuroscience, said Mon- 
"day. “It’s a very straightforward 
drug development task from this 
point.” 

The findings were presented at 
the Winter Conference on Brain Re- 
search in Steamboat Springs, Colo., 
in January and are'being submitted 
to the journal Science.

FDA approves eye laser to polish the cornea 




WASHINGTON (AP) — The Food 
and Drug Administration has approved 
on eye la^ that polishes the cornea to 
improve vision and prevent the need 
for many comeal transplants. 

Summit Technology Inc. announced 
Monday the approval of the nation’s 
first excimer laser, to treat comeal 
score and other diseases. Experts pre- 
dicted it could be used to treat between 
10,000 and- 25,000 Americans this 
year, and could eventually prevent 


many of thc.40,000 comcal transplants 
■ performed every year. 

“Literally thousands of patients will 
be spared conventional invasive eye 
surgery,” said E)r. Carmen A. Puliafito, 
chairman of ophlhalmolo^ at Tufts 
University School ofMedicine. 

The laso* uses a cold beam ofultravi- 
olet li^t to vaporize cells in the cornea, 
the clear covering of the eye. Each laser 
pulse evaporates a nucroscopicolly thin 
layer of cornea tissue. It treats score,

deposits and corneal diseases that 
impede vision, and can correct the 
comeal irregularity that often prevents 
people from wearing contact lenses. 

For example, tens of thousands of 
people have comeal scars thot aren't 
very deep but prevent them from see- 
ing because the score ore opaque. They 
typicolly seek a comcal transplant, 
which can fail if the donor cornea 
doesn't properly attach, explained 
Summit President David Muller.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mailing a 
post card would cost an extra penny — 
21. cents — under a new rate projwsol 
- the Postal Service outlined Monday. 

The package of pricing changes is 
aimed mostly at businesses. It's 
designed to speed delivery of the 
nation’s mail by encouraging high-vol- 
ume mailere to prepare their ca^ and 
letters in advance for machine sorting. 

TTie cost of mailing a private letter, 
whidi increased to 32 cents in January, 
would be unchanged. 

But' individuals who mail picture 
post cards would be afiected. 

Pc^ officials said post cards were 
included in the reclassification plan 
because more of them ore mailed by 
businesses than individuals. Also, 
existing post card rates don’t reflect the 
cost of delivering them, said Frank 
Heselton, the prod^ fina^ manager.

MOGADISHU, Somaiin (AP) — 

A cholera epidemic has hit Somalia 
and the World Health Organization 
said Monday it could run out of 
medicine and supplies in a month. 

"If w <5 don’t receive an emer- 
gency delivery of medicine in the 
next four weeks, the situation will 
be out of hand,” said Hassan 
Moollm Omar, the WHO adminis- 
trator and inventory coordinator in 
.Somalia. 

Omar said WHO has recorded 
S,141, cases of cholera since the 
beginning of the year, including 680 
in Mogadishu. He said the disease 
has killed 86 people in the capital 
and 48 people m the Bordera district 
of southern Somalia. 

Cholera is a bacterial disease that 
causes severe diarrhea and dchydra- 
tioa Without treatment, it can be fatal.

TOKYO (AP) — China plans, 
to produce plutonium from spent 
nucIcaT fuel by the year 2000, 
and Japan is willing to help with 
the reprocessing, a Japanese ener- 
gy official said Monday.

During Monday's 90-minute long debate, 
lawmakeis argued about freedom of religion, 
eternal condemnation, and child protection. 

Supporters said that the current law mokes 
criminals of bishops and ministers who protect 
confessions they receive in confidence. It also 
has a chilling effect, they said, discouraging 
offenders from confessing their sins, 

■But opponents such as state Rep. Bruce 
Newcomb, R-Burley, argued that SB 1108 
would protect cults and fringe religious move- 
ments that victimize kids. Limiting tiic exemp- 


tion to "duly ordained ministers of religion" 
who qualify for tax-exempt status isn’t 
enough, he said. 

“Practically any religion could come up 
with some idea how to meet the'i^lificaiions. 
David Koresh, Jim Jones, the Moonies, and 
the Baghwan in Antelope, (Ore.)." Newcomb 
added. 

State Rep. Robbi King, R-G!cnns Ferry,' a 
“practicing Catholic,” asked why lawmakers 
should make church "a safe place for the 
ofTcndcr. Safe from prosecution, safe from 
tieairacnt, safe from discovery." 

State Rep. Bill Sali. R-Meridion, disagreed. 
"We're not protecting sex ofTcndcrs, We're 
protecting our clergy if we pass this bill

One of the most conservative curriculums is Sex 
Respect, which discourages any type of sex - even 
necking. One of the more liberal is FLASH, which 
encourages talking nonjudgmcntally about masturba- 
tion, abortion, homosexual behavior, anal and oral 
intercourse and contraception.

Sally Tiel, coordinator of guidance, 
assessment and evaluation, visited the 
schoohon Feb. 27 following allegations by 
Rep. Ron Black, R-Twin Falls, that 
Morningsidc’s administrators kept low- 
achieving students from taking (he Iowa 
Tests of Basic Skills to obtain artificially 
high test results. 

The elementary school had achieved 
some of the highest scores in the districi. 
slate and nation. It’s one of two schools in 
thc^. state natned "Blue-Ribbon” schools by 


the U.S. Department of Education. 

"I found nothing out of order or suspi- 
cious in the manner of conducting the test 
sessions for the Iowa Tests of Bosic Skills 
or in the reported results for each grade 
level assessed," she wrote. Sixteen test 
results were excluded out of 352 in grades 
three through six: "This is an extremely 
low percentage." she wrote. 

Morningside Principal Dennis Sonius 
said he wasn't sure if the report would 
quiet critics who hove opposed the school’s 
Outcome Based Education practices, but 
that he hadn’t heard from anyone since the 
School Boord asked for a review. 

“I’m pleased that they didn't find any- 
thing out of order. Wc felt wc were above 
boord in our testing practices,” he said. “I 
think we’ve done what wc need to do to 
clear up the story.’’ 

Block said in three separate interviews 


that concerns about Momingside's testing 
policies were passed on to him from con-

He said he would hesitate to hold the 
school up as a statewide model until the 
allegations were cleared up, despite its 
“Blue Ribbon" status.

TWIN FALLS - An expanding alicma- 
tive school, and newborn technology pro- 
gram may "require the Twin Falla School 
District to ask voters for more money this 
year, 

The district’s long-range planning com- 
mittee tonight will recommend that the 
School Board request a two-year supple- 
mentallevyof$959,000 each year. , 

Before board members vote bn the issue, 


the district will likely hold a public hearing 
within the next few weeks, said 
Superintendent Terrell Donicht'. 

The commiitcc drafted two proposals. 
One would convert Bickcl Elementary 
School intb'an alternative school, stuffing 
the elementary students into spare class- 
rooms around the district. That proposal 
would earmark $500,000 for the school and 
51.4 million for technology. 

Donicht said that plan would leave lit- 
tle extra room for growth, which at pre- 
sent isn’t a concern because the district 


lost students this year. 

The other proposal would construct- a 
new building for $1 million and add 
$900,000 for technology. ! 

"If you think the district is going to 
grow, you would build a new alternative . 
school,” he said. If not, then the first pro- 
posal would be wiser. 

The levy wouldn’t result in tax increases 
for district homeowners because of the 
state tax-relief bill, bo said. However, some 
home owners would see a tax cut of $40 to 
$60 a year if the levy were not passed.

TWIN FALLS - Amid fierce criti- 
cism from ranch-industry spokesmen, 
“the” world’s only crime lab for 
wildlife" said again Monday that a 
wolf shot dead on Super Bowl Sunday 
on a centml-ldoho ranch did not kill the 
partially eaten newborn calf that was 
-found nearby. 

* "The half probably died of causes 
related to birthing and was dead at the 
time the wolf scavenged the carcass 
and ate the liver, skin and other parts," 
says a report signed by Richard Stroud, 
veterinary medical cwimincr for the 


U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service’s foren- 
sic laboratory in Ashland, Ore. 

Both carcasses were analyzed at the 
Ashland lab. 

Stroud’s finding contradicts the 
rancher’s veterinarian, Robert E. 
Cope of Salmon, who wrote on Jah. 
30: "The death of {the calQ was in 
all probability due to* shock from 
being eaten alive.’.’ 

A prominent spokeman for Idaho’s 
ranchers attacked Rsh and Wildlife on 
Saturday. 

“I am certainly more inclined to 
believe the report of (Cope), with no 
apparent axe to grind, who made a 
detailed, on the scene, examination of 


both animals before the USF&WS 
spirited them away (b their ‘iimeraanc- 
tum lab,'" said Bob Sean» executive 
vice president for the Idaho Cattle 
Association. 

Ken Goddard, Fish and Wildlife’s 
lab director, replied that Fish and 
Wildlife has no ox to grind. 

"Wc don't manufacture evi* 
dence,’’ Goddard said. "I would 
prosecute anybody I caught doing 
it.” 

The cause of the calfs death could 
be a key factor in whether killing the 
wolf was a crime. It is against fi^eral 
law to kill any of the Canadian wolves 
recently transplanted to Idaho

The vet schpol 
was incorrectly identified, and the 
statement said the calf may ^ve been 
"slillbom.” Those errors prompted 
Sears and Cope's criddsm of Fish and 
Wildlife. . 

The matters in dispute ioclude: 
_Lungs: If inflated, that means the 
calf was dlive for o time aficr birth. 
Cope wrote that the calf s lungs had 
infiatccL Said Stroud: "The lungs are 
pMrIy inflate in my opinion and con- 
tained significant amounts of fluid." 

Colostrum: If present in the calfs 
stomach, it would mean that the calf 
had lived long enough to nurse. 
Biologist Bongerter said he saw a sub- 
stance in one of the calfs stomachs 
that could be colostrum - the milk 
given by a mammal shortly after deliv- 
ering. Stroud’s analysis of the calfs 
stomach found no milk or colostrum- 
like material: “There is no evidence 
that it was able to stand and suckle.” 

Expertise: Cope defended his 
report by noting that he has looked 
at innumerable newborn calves' 
lungs in necropsies. Goddard 
defended Stroud’s expertise: “There 
is a great difTerence between some- 
one who is a veterinarian and some- 
one who is a veterinary pathologist." 


In addition to bandling necropsies 
for most U.S. federal agencies, the 
Ashland, Ore., laboratory has as its 
clients 125 countries that participate in 
intcMtionnl cndpngcrcd-spccics pro- 
tection treaties, Goddard said. 

Hussey, the rancher on whoM land 
the wolf was found, has no tel^one. 
Cope said. The Times-Nem was not 
able to reach him for comment 
Monday. 

The wolf was one of 15 Canadian 
wolves released in central Idaho in 
January. Gray wolves have been on 
the federal endangered species list ' 
for more than 20 years, and trans- 
planting Canadion wolves to the 
United States is a major step on the 
rood to recovery. 

The wolfs slaying is under investi- 
gation by Fish and Wildlife officers, 
three of whom have been accused of 
improper behavior by the Lcrnhi 
County sheriff.

Voters to decide school plan today I Briefly in Mini-Cassla

BURLEY - Cassia County resi- 
dents will decide today whether to 
support the school district’s S21.9 
million bond issue that would fund 
new high schools in Burley and 
Dccio, improvements to Oakley and 
Raft River high schools, and a tech- 
nical center. 

The school district says every vote 
counts, and earning the two-thirds- 
majority needed to pass the proposal 
is no small feat, said Kent Fletcher, 
School Board chairman. 

“I think if people arc convinced of 
a need and do a hard analysis of the 
cost, generally they arc supportive,'’ 
Fletcher said. But getting out the 
vole may be the key today. 

"In general terms, people that are 
voting against things tend to turn

Idalio law allows school construc- 
tion projects to be funded by only 
two means: The district can simply 
levy property taxes for the money, 
or it can borrow the money through 
a bond issue, and then pay off the 
debt with property taxes collected 
over a period of years. If the district 
had chosen a simple lax levy, the 
funds would have to iiave been col- 
lected before construction could 
begin, and costs could go up in the 
meantime, Fletcher said. 

"A bond (issue) is the only eco- 
nomical way to fund secondary 
schools." Fletcher said. 

The district has faced rising con- 
struction costs for its three new ele- 
mentary schools, which were funded 


by a lO-ycar levy passed in 19S8. 
The schools, much less expensive 
than new high schools, were the first 
of six projects to be funded under 
the levy. 

The new Oakley and Malta ele- 
mentary schools co.st $200,000 more 
each, and the new Burley elemen- 
tary school co.st SI.5 million more 
than planned. Fletcher said. 

Only $1 million remains to be col- 
lected on the levy, enougli to com- 
plete only one of the remaining three 
projects on the list. Fletcher said. 
Dccio would receive its new lunch 
room, but Burley High School 
wouldn't get its media center, and 
Oakley High School would go with- 
out a new auditorium, he .sail 

Today’s bond Lssuc would allow 
construction of the media center and 
auditorium, along with the new high 
schools and other projects.

PHOENIX (AP) - The Rams’ 
rood to St. Louis from Southern 
California is liable to be long and 
tortuous.

For while Tagliabue was talking 
about the complexities of the NFL's 
decision to grant or. not (o grant per- 
mission for the Rams to switch 
cities: 

* Missouri Atty. Gen. Jay Nixon 
was preparing a lawsuit to be filed 
in the event the NFL blocks the 
move. 

* John Shaw, the Rams' presi- 
dent. was restating his position that 
the team’s move is totally justified, 
financially and otherwise. 

* And traditionalist owners con- 
tinued to make it sound like it 
would be nothing but heresy to 
move the Rams from the Los 
Angeles area, their home since 


19^6. “^^bility has been a major 
part" of this league," said 
Wellington Mara of the New York 
Giants, the league’s senior owner, 
at the same time declining to say 
how he might vote on the move.

nary injunction from a federal judge 
to restore all the old work rules. 

Players say they would 
strike if a judge issues an -idfmwn.

On Dec. 14, the NLRB issued a 
complaint against owners for failing 
to make $7.8 million payment to the 
union's benefits plan last Aug. 1 .

. Nine days later, owners imposed 
their salary cap system, but they with- 
drew it Feb. 3 after the NLRB said it 
was prepared to 'rule that management 
declared a premature impasse in 
negotiations and illegally implement- 
ed the cap. 

At the time, owners agreed to ^ 
restore the provisions that existed 
before the cap, but on Feb. 6 they uni- 
laterally eliminated salaty arbitration 
aiid individual bargaining! Owners 
claimed they were "permissive” 
rather than "mandatory” subjects of 
bargaining and could be eliminated. 

Daniel Silverman, the NLRB’s 
New York regional director, investi- 
gated the case and made a rccommcn- 
dationTo Feinstcin on whether to 
issue a complaint If Feinstcin wants 
to seek an injunction, he would ask 
permission from the NLRB’s five- 
person board. If permission is grant- 
ed, he would file for an injunction in 
U.S. District Court in New York, 
where a hearing would take place 
before one of the court’s 39 judges.

State University in East Lansing, Mich. “His goal should be to im- 
prove the physical and social skills of every athlete on the team." 


t^oaches shoujd help kids be as good os they can be, btcuerwald 
added. Many experts stress the need for coaches to be well-trained, 
educated, and certified. 


Before the playing season begins, coaches should meet with par- 
ents and clearly outline their objectives and goals. The coaches should 
also listen to parental concerns and work through those with the par- 
ents. The lilies of^mmunication between parent and child, coach and 
child, and parent and coach must be kept open. 


“I wish parents would be committed,” said Steuerwald. He urges 
parents to “come to the games, meet the coaches. Talk to them, ask 
them questions. You have to watch." Showing up for your children’s 
games and practices lets thcm_,^^^^ 
know you support their 
activities.

Since an active toddler has little patience to sit through a meal, 
eating on the run is often the best way to ensure that she receives 
proper nutrition. Beattie suggests having a variety of good, nutri- 
tious finger foods readily available, including fruits, vegetables, and 
cereal. 

"IVy to aim for balanced foods relatively low in fat,” Brown ad- 
vises. 

When is it necessary to be concerned? “Parents should worry when 
children look'sick,” said Brown. "In general, when kids look well, 
they’re OK," If a child isn’t growing properly over time or loses 
weight, the pediatrician should be consulted. 


Dr. Jeffrey Brown, a pediatrician in Rye Brook, New York, who also serves 
as a spokesperson foT toe AmericaaAcademy of Pediatrics, Iwlieves the prob- 
lem stems a misconception of the way <^ldrcn eat. “At 16 to 18 months, 
children cat a lot of small, frequent meals. They usually cat one big meal a 
day, and that can vary ^ — it may be breakfast one* day, dinner the next.
